Corns and Warts.— Turpeiitiue rub- 
l»etJ on s corn once a day for two weeks 
is Hsitl to be s stire enre. Wart cures 
are innumerabie. Here are a few: Take 
a ham bone witli a little meat remain- 
ing on it and rub the wart with it, then 
bury the bone. Aa the meat decays the 
w arts will dry up and tinallv there will he 
neither meat or warta left. Burn a let- 
ter written in ink on a sancer and blow 
away the ashes; a yellow, oily matter 
will remain. Anoint the warta withthia 
aevt-ral times a day until they disap- 
pear. Tie some (iehhlea up in a bag 
with a jiieoe of silver money and throw 
the bag in the road; whoever tinds the 
bag and keeps the money will get tlie 
warta also. ^^teaI a piece of meat and 
use it aa the ham bone ia tu he used; the 
meat must he stolen to be etiicacious, 
and no one must see you steal it or bury 
it. The jiiiee of the milk weed ia a cure 
for warts; ao ia lunar caustic applied to 
them repeatedly. They may bo removetl 
by the use of a flue tile; or a thread may 
he tied tightly around the wart, which 
will dry up and drop otT in a few days,
